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WORK WILL BEGIN 
IN EARLY AUTUMN 


Site Has Been Purchased 
and Plans Are Ready for 
Early Completion of the 
New Building. 


Plans have been perfected for the 
erection in Atlanta of a million- 
dollar hospital with 1,000 rooms by 
the Georgia Baptist convention, and 
the work on the handsome structure 
will begin about the first of No- 
vember. The plans for the building 
have been worked out by the firm 
of Burge & Stephens, of this city, 
and the building will be located on 
the greater part of a city block and 
will have frontage on Boulevard, 
Highland and East avenues. The site 
for the building was purchased a 
few days ago for a cash considera- 
tion of $25,000. 

The detailed description of the in- 
terior of the building has not yet 
been given out, but it is understood 
that when finally completed the in- 
stitution will be one of the largest, 
finest and best equipped general 
hospitals in the south. There will 
not only be two large buiidings of 
280 rooms each in which general 
cases will be looked after, but as 
shown in the photograph, there will 

e four detached buildings, contain- 
any rooms, which will be 4e- 
to children’s cases, maternity 

rds, nurses’ homes and a ward for 
the isolation and treatment of con- 
tagious and infectious diseases. 
Work to Begin in Fall. 

The preliminary work on the hos 
pital will only include the erection 
of a part of the main building, af- 
fording 280 rooms, which, with the 
nurses’ home and a detached ward, 
will form the nucleus for the com- 
pleted structure. This work will 
begin this autumn, and will be 
pushed to completion as rapidly as 
possible. 

Rev. J. M. Long, superintendent 
of the Georgia Baptist hospital now 
located on Luckie street, stated Frv- 
day afternoon that the hospital was 
to be erected because of the great 
need in this city for a much larger 
general hospital than is now af- 
forded, and he said that he had been 
given great encouragement from a 
financial standpoint by wealthy peo- 
ple in the state. 

Hospital Has Grown. 

The Georgia Baptist hospital, 
which was originated as an adjunct 
to the Baptist Tabernacle by Dr. 
Len G. Broughton many years ago, 
was purchased in 1913 by the Geor- 
gia Baptists for $85,000. The same 
year Dr. J. M. Long came from Car- 
tersville to assume charge of the 
‘institution as superintendent. Since 
he took active charge the hospital, 
which originally had but 45 beds, 
has grown 8steadily. The first year 
under Dr. Long there were 489 cases 
treated, and the growth of the hos- 
pital is indicated by the fact that 
in 1918 there were 2,554 cases cared 
for. There are now 115 beds in the 
hospital, and a new building was 
added in 1918, which cost $65,000. 

There are twenty-five of the most 
prominent physicians in the city on 


the staff of the Georgia Baptist hos- | 


pital, and 70 nurses are in training 
there.

principals’ shoulders to their own. 
Professor Sutton is said to have 
evidenced a decided inclination to 
resign, but was finally persuaded 
not to make such a decision by Mr. 
Winburn and Superintendent W. F. 
Dykes. 

Boys Voted Diplomas. 

The board of education yielded to 
a storm of protest Thursday after- 
noon from James A, Hicks and Mrs. 
W. T. Hughes, each of whom has 
a son in the Tech High school, and 
C. L. Hancock, whose son is a stu- 
dent of the Boys’ High school, be- 
cause the boys were told, after their 
names had been published in the 
newspapers as members of the 
graduating class, they lacked units 
sufficgent to entitle them to receive 
diplomas, and voted to award one 
to each boy. 

They did this over the objection 
of Superintendent DykKes, who ad- 
mited that it was a bad system by 
which the faculty failed to notiry 
a pupil of his shortage in examina- 
tion marks before his name should 
be permitted to become public as 
a candidate for graduation, but con- 
tended that it would be worse poli- 
cy to grant them a diploma and

In the 
states: 

‘We are enlisting only the better type 
of men. Our recruiting offices are in the 
best sections of each city. We are asking 
only for clean, upright and ambitious young 
men, from 18 to 40 years of age. Our ex- 
aminations assure such companionship to the 
men who enter the military service of their 
country. The time is past when the soldier 
in unjform was not welcome in theaters, 
at public or private dances, and in many 
private homes.

WEEVIL OVERRUNNING 
SOUTHWEST GEORGIA 


Edison, Ga., June 20.—(Special.) 
Professor C. M. James, agricultura) 
agent of the State College of Agri- 
culture and the United States de- 
partment of. agriculture has just 
completed a trip through several 
southwest Georgia counties: Baker, 
Calhoun, Clay, Quitman, Chattahoo- 
chee and Muscogee. 

The farmers complain of a poor 
stand of peanuts, too much rain 
and grass. Corn has made good 
growth, but has not received proper 
cultivation. 

The acreage in cotton has been 
increased 20 to 25 per cent. The 
crop is at least thirty days late 
and in poor condition due to ex- 
cessive rains and the incident grass. 
The boll weevil infestation !s very 
severe. On many farms the squares 
are being punctured and the eggs 
laid therein by the weevils as fast 
as formed. 

Many leading citizens fear a 
great loss in the crop unless nature 
intervenes with a drouth. In hot 
dry weather the egg, larvae and 
pupa are killed by the heat. This 
of course decreases the number of 
adult weevils that puncture squares. 


FLEES AFTER WALKING 
300 MILES TO JAIL 


Moultrie, Ga., June 20. (Special.) 
Although he was at liberty once be- 
fore and walked 300 miles to sur- 
render, Jack Battle, a white man, 
who is serving a life sentence on 
the Colquitt county chaingang, 
escaped last night. Emmett Mace, 
another white prisoner, also left at 
the same time. Both men were 
trusties. 

Battle’s departure took the prison 
officials completely by surprise. 
They are unable to figure out why 
a man who, after escaping once be- 
fore and then deciding he didn’t 
want liberty, walked several hun- 
dred miles to surrender, should 
again take it in his head to get 
away. Rewards have been offered 
for the arrest of both Mace and 
Battle. The latter is about twenty- 
seven years old. He was convicted 
of murder in Grady county about 
five years ago and was given a life 
sentence. 


PRICES FOR MELONS 
ARE DISAPPOINTING 


Moultrie, Ga., June 20.—(Special.) 
Watermelon growers of this section 
are disappointed at the prevailing 
prices for melons. The first few 
cars shipped have sold around $300 
a car, which is about $100 cheaper 
than the first few cars sold for last 
vear. It was believed that the mar- 
ket would open higher than it did 
in 1918, since the crop is much 
shorter than it was then, although 
the acreage is larger. It is pointed 
out, however, by buyers that the 
melon movement from Florida still 
continues heavy, and that an ad- 
vance in price may reasonably be 
expected as soon as the Florida crop 
is marketed.

Although the crop was 
badly damaged by the excessive 
rains in May, it is estimated that 
fully four thousand cars will be 
shipped from the Moultrie territory.

Los Angeles, June 20.—Licensed 
aviators of any nationality may com- 
pete in the proposed trans-Pacific 
airplane flight for which Thomas 
H. Ince has offered a prize of $50,000, 
according to rules governing the 
ecentest, made public today. The 
flight may be attempted from either 
side of the Pacific, but if made west- 
ward, Venice, Cal., must “be the 
starting point and the landing on 
the mainland of Australia, the Japa- 
nese islands or the continent of 
Asia. If made eastward Asia, Aus- 
tralia or Japan may be the starting 
point and the finish made on the 
mainland of the United States.

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TO LEAGUE UF NATIONS: 


Paris, June 20.—The definite pro- 
vision for Germany's admission to 


the league of nations, which is made 
in .the revised treaty, is, oddly 
enough, tucked away in a section 
dealing with the disarmament of 
Germany. 

The language of the clause opens 
the possibility of an increase as 
well as a decrease of German arma- 
ments after discussion by the coun- 
cil of the league, although those 
who drafted the provision probably 
contemplated only the second con- 
tingency. 

It is admitted that there are other 
changes in the military clauses, 
notably in the provision for Ger- 
manys armly, which is to be re- 
duced to 100,000 men before April, 
1920, and the extension of time for 
the dismantling of fortifications. 
These were adequately outlined in 
the official summary of the treaty. 


Revised Document Longer. 


The alternations and amendments 
incorporated by the council of four 
in the revised treaty make it a 
somewhat longer document than the 
draft originally submitted to the 
Germans and published in the Unit- 
ed States. It now comprises 214 
pages, five more than the original. 
As at first arranged the new instru- 
ment still contains the original four- 
teen points and 440 articles. 

The article assuring Silesian coal 
and minerals to German industry 
now reads: 

“Poland undertakes to permit 
for a period of fifteen years the 
exportation to Germany of the prod- 
ucts of mines in any part of upper 
Silesia transferred to Poland, in 
accordance with the present treaty, 
without export duties or restric- 
tions and permit the Germans to 
purchase these products on the same 
terms as the Poles.” 

In the revised draft “the princi- 
pal allied and associated powers,” 
undertake to establish Danzig as a. 
free city. This language, in which 
the responsibility of the five great 
powers for the creation of the new 
city and state is definitely assumed, 
is substituted for the 
phraseology’ declaring merely that 
“Danzig is esablished as a free 
city.” 

The new article, which replaces 
the original provisions for the dis- 
armament of Germany, No. 165, pro- 
viding for reduction to a specified 
point within two months, now reads 
in the English version: 

“Up to the time at which Ger- 
many is admitted as a member of 
the league of nations, the German 
army shall not possess armament 
rreater than that fixed in the ta- 
ble submitted in this treaty,’ and 
continues: 

“Germany agrees that after she 
has become a member of the league, 
the armaments fixed by the table 
shall remain in force until modi- 
fied by the couneil. of the league. 
Furthermore, she hereby agrees 
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(Copyright, 1819. for The Constitution.)

Fill jars to overflow- 
ing with boiling water and then 
wipe the tops dry; adjust’ the rub- 
ber and lids and partially tighten 
the lid. Place in a hot-water 
bath and process for. thirty-five 
minutes. Remove and seal secure- 
ly, then, when cool, store in a dry, 
cool place. 

To Can Cheries in Syrup. 

Place three pounds of sugar ina 
preserving kettle and add™ three | 
cups of water. Bring to a boil and | 
cook for five minutes. Now stone 
the cherries and fill into jars. Fill 
jars to overflowing with the syrup. 
Wipe the tops and adjust the rub- 
ber and lid, and partially tighten 
lids.

Pessimism Reigns in 
South Georgia as Result 
of Continuance of Rain, 
‘Boll Weevil, and Labor 
Shortage. _ 


A despondent view of the cotton 
Situation was that given by J. J. 
Brown, commissioner of agriculture, 
who having just returned from a 
tour of south Georgia said Friday 
that he has never seen a bluer 
crowd of people than the farmers 
whose hopes for a cotton crop are 
shrinking daily as continual rains 
are delaying growth of the plants, 
and encouraging the pestiferous boll 
weevil, while a shortage of labor 
is crippling progress. 

Many farms have been abandoned; 
some planters have plowed up their 
fields, and others are offering their 
crops for sale for less than the 
cost of the fertilizer they have used. 

Mr. Brown read a letter from J. 
H. Jackson, in Telfair county, one of 
the department’s agents, who said 
that he had interviewed several 
farmers in his community, without 


finding an expression of encourage- | 
One declared | 


ment among them. 
that he would be thankful if he 
should get one-third of what he did | 
last year. Another said, “I paid 


$2000 for my guano. Now for $1,00) | 


I will turn over the whole crop.” 
Farmers Pessimistic. 

A farmer told him he would take 
two bales for his cotton crop of 
nine aeres; another who has 22 
acres, is willing to take three bales. 
Others are simply plowing up four, 
five and even more acres with the 
hope of using it more profitably. 

A letter was received in the 
commissioner’s office Friday from 
a citizen of Webster county, who 
said: “I have read in the papers 
that this county will make 8&6 per 
cent of the crop, but I don’t know 
where this information came from.

Mr. Brown said that while the en- 


tomological department is doing all | 


it can to render assistance to the 


farmers there does not seem to be | 


much chance for redeeming this 
year’s crop of cotton with the boll 


weevil, the rain (which hasn't 
stopped yet) and labor difficulties 
all to contend with. 

The state entomologist, A. C. Lew- 
is, made the statement a few days 
ago that the boll weevil is mucn 
thicker this year than at the same 
time last year, a fact attributed to 
the weather. “The farmers seem 
to be putting up a good fight how- 
ever,’ he added, “and I hope that 
better weather from now on will 
help to save the crop.” 

Experiments Tried. 

Expensive experiments are now 
being carried on by the entomolog- 
ical department at Americus and 
Valdosta, and Mr. Lewis said while, 
owing to the uncertainty of what is 
the best thing to. do, he is not offer- 
ing advice to the farmers now, he 
hopes that by next year the de- 
partment will have a solution to 
offer which will be effective in 
combating the ddead weevil. 

Mr. Lewis has only recently got 
out his annual report for last year, 
and in this he said of the boll 
weevil: “The damage to cotton by 
the boll weevil last year was very 
heavy in a number of counties in 
the southern part of the state, 
where they had a large amount of 
rain in July and August. In some 
counties the yield of cotton was re- 
duced at least 50 per cent by the 
bo!l weevil. It may be said, how- 
ever, that the farmers are now be- 
coming more familiar with the best 
methods of growing cotton under 
boll-weevil conditions, and that 
good yields of cotton were made in 
many counties in south Georgia.” 

Experiments were carried on last 
year in 124 counties,with a view to 
ascertaining just what variety of 
cotton is best adapted to each sec- 
tion. Mr. Lewis has much faith in 
the use of pedigreed or pure seed, 
which will produce cotton better 
able to resist disease. 


Instructions Given. 


To quote again from his report, 
“In the boll weevil section special! 
instructions are given in regard to 
fighting the boll weevil, the men vis- 
iting the farms every month during 
the growing season to see that our 
instructions are carried out. We 
hope in this way to prove to the 
cotton growers in the boll weevil 
section that cotton may be grown 
successfully and profitably under 
boll weevil conditions if 
right kind of a fight is made 
planted of a variety well adapted 
to that section.” 

Commissioner Brown states as his 
opinion that the cotton crop this 
year will be little more than one- 
third of normal, which he 
will have the tendency to raise the 
price. He urges the farmer to en- 
ter at once upon diversified plant- 
ing, substituting food crops for the 
ruined cotton. 

As to the damage to fruit, Mr. 
Brown said that the rain has caused 
some trouble, but much depends 
upon the future. He came through 
the Fort Valley section and the re- 
port given him was that peaches 
might be a little below normal this 
summer.

This statement in a press release- 
was issued Wednesday afternoon. 
The Constitution not only carried 
the story but sounded a note of 
warning that in the south there 
were state and local laws prohibit- 
ing the recruiting of labor and that 
the people of the south were. not 
going to permit an infraction 
these laws even by agents of.the 
national government. 

The larger papers of the east and 
west, notably those in Chicago, New 
York, Philadelphia and St. Louis 
carried the story, officially stamped 
as it was, and without comment, 
in the papers of Thursday. 

As a result of the story in The 
Constitution, the only newspaper 
carrying it in the. southeast, tele- 
grams began to pour in upon the 
department of labor protesting 
against such a policy, and several 
southern members of congress de- 
clared that to attempt to embarrass 
the labor conditions in the agri- 
cultural south by recruiting the col- 
ored labor for the steel mills and 


coal fields would be such a high-

racy that drastic measures would be 
taken to nip the scheme in its in- 
cipency. 

The labor department today, 
through The Atlanta Constitution,

_Stand—No Demand for 
Release of Those Con- 
victed Under Espionage 
Law. 


Atlantic City, N. J., June 20.— 
The American Federation of Labor, 
in convention here, refused today to 
ask for the release of so-called Po- 
litical and industrial prisoners con- 
victed under the espionage and 
other war time act@® Instead, the 
federation adopted a modified reso- 
lution, requesting that these acts be 
rescinded with the formal coming of 
peace, 

Originally three reSolutions had 
been prepared demanding freedom 
for political and industrial prison- 
ers, but the resolutions commit- 
tee, on advice of members who be- 
lieved that many of these prisoners 
were deservedly convicted and sen- 
tenced, decided to present a substi- 
tute memorial. This, adopted by a 
overwhelming vote, besides asking 
for repeal of legislation, insisted 
upon “restoration” of the rights of 
free speech, free press and free as- 
sembly. 

The action of the convention was 
taken wzfter a two-hour debate in 
which some of the delegates urged 
adoption of the original resolutions. 

Substitute Explained. 

John P. Frey, chairman of the 
resolutions committee in explain- 
ing why the substitute memorial 
had been decided upon, declared 
that if the crimes for which many 
of the political and industrial pris- 
oners were convicted in the coun- 
try had been committed in any other 
country the guilty men would have 
faced firing, squads instead of 
courts and juries. 

C. A. Weaver, a delegate to the 
convention, and former United 
States district attorney at Des- 
Moines, Iowa, said he considered 
any resolution asking for release 
of prisoners under the espionage law 
to be an insult to American labor 
and to every man wearing the ser- 


vice uniform. 

“IT ask the authors of such reso- 
lutions,” he said, “when American 
blood was being shed in france, 
where were the jail-birds for whom 
they ane now pleading. They were 
clutching at the throat of freedom 
and hindering the efforts of the 
country to save itself from destruc- 
tion. The trouble was that .-men 
who came here to escape oppres- 
sion in other lands mistook liberty 
for license. I want to see the rec- 
ommendation of the committee- 
adopted by an avalanche of pro- 
American votes.” 

No Strike Agreement Off. 

By unanimous vote the convention 
' decided to cancel before July 1 the 
so-called Baker-Gompers agree- 
ment of June 19, 1917, which provid- 
ed that there should be no general 
strike during the period of the war. 

Various resolutions designed to 
encourage the building of more 
houses were adopted. Anoter meas- 
ure protested against the importa- 
tion of Mexican labor in the sugar- 
raising states. Another denounced 
“the injustice and error of exempt- 
ing musicians from the alien con- 
tract labor law.” 

The convention rejected a pro- 
posal that organized labor favor ex- 
tensions of the civil service to all 
employees of the federal govern- 
ment under the rank of officers.

GERMAN CABINET 

DECIDES TO QUIT. 


Berlin, June 20.—The cabinet re- 
signed at 2 o’clock this morning. 
President Ebert will retain his of- 
fice temporarily. 

It was stated on good authority 
today that President Ebert had de- 
cided to stand or fall with Chancel- 
lor Schiedemann, because he felt 
that he must resign rather than 
sign the peace treaty.

WEIMAR IS ISOLATED

Weimar, June 20.—President Ebert 
will remain in office temporarily, it 
was said here today in connection 
with the changes in. the German 
government. The portfolio of 
Mathias Erzberger in the new cab- 
inet to be formed wil] be “minis- 
ter of reconstruction and fulfillment 
of the treaty.” 

Weimar is completely cut off from 
railway communication with all 
sections of Germany because of a 
suddenly called railway strike. Air- 
planes and the telegraph are the 
only means.of communication. Gov- 
ernment circles see tn the strike 
a new Spartacan attempt against 
the government. 

The reason given for the strike 
is a demand for an increase in 
wages. 

Meanwhile the German govern- 
ment and the various political lead- 
ers are held here until further no- 
tice. A majority of those here do

NOSKE SUCCEEDS 
SCHEIDEMANN. 

Coblenz, June 20.—Gustav Noske, 
the minister of defense, will succeed 
Philipp Scheidemann as head of the 
German ministry, according to a 
Weimar dispatch received here to- 
day. Mathias Erzberger, of the Ger- 
man armistice commission, will 
succeed Count ven Brockdorff- 
Rantzau as foreign secretary, the 
message adds. 

Four members of the German cab- 
inet favored acceptance of the re- 
vised peace terms, acording to the 
correspondent of The Cologne Zei- 
tung, telegraphing from Weimar. 
They were Mathias Erzberger, 
Johannes Bell, Gustav Noske and 
Eduard David. 

The Frankfort Zeitung editorial- 
lv has taken a firm position in fa- 
vor of acceptance of the treaty. 


SIGNING OF TREATY 
REPORTED CERTAIN. 

London, June 20.—The signing of 
the peace treaty by Germany, an 
Exchange Telegraph dispatch from 
Copenhagen, guoting advices from 
Weimar, says, is as certain as if the 
signatures already had been put to 
the document. 

A poll of the various states of 
Germany with regard to their atti- 
tude on the peace terms was taken 
yesterday at Weimar, an Exchange 
Telegraph dispatch from Copenha- 
gen says. 

Hamburg, Bremen and  Lubeck 
voted against signing; Wurttem- 
burg and Baden were in favor of 
signing, while Bavaria and Saxony 
were undecided. 

A Reuter’s dispateh from Weimar 
states that a meeting Thursday of 
the centrist members of the Ger- 
man national assembly decided, by 
a four-fifths majority, in favor of 
signing the treaty of peace, with 
reservations regarding responsibil- 
ity for the war and the honor of the 
German nation. 

The German national 
stated, is unanimously’ resolved 
against signing. Fifty-six mem- 
bers of the German democratic 
party voted that the_ treaty be 
sigried conditionally, and one was 
in favor of signing without condi- 
tions.

Paris, June 20.—Colonel Warwick 
Green, chief of the American mili- 
tary mission to the Baltic states, 
who left Riga June 13, and Libau 
June 15 on his return to Paris, told 
the Baltic commission today that 
the allies should immediately ex- 
tend food relief to the Baltic states, 
send officers to ensure the enforce- 
ment of the allied ultimatum that 
German armies there be withdrawn 
and prevent the Bolsheviki from 
again overrunning the states after 
the German have left. : 

Colonel Green says there probably 
are 69,000 regularly organized Ger- 
man soldiers in Letvia and Lithu- 
ania, under the command of Gen- 
eral von der Goltz. In addition 
there are several thousand Germans 
and German-Russians under Major 
Fletcher, military dictator of Riga. 
He declares that the present Lettish 
and Lithuanian governments are 
“mere creations of Germany and 
dependent on her for money and 
organizers.” 

He reports that the retgn of ter- 
ror which the Bolshevik! instituted 
before withdrawing from Letvia was 
far worse than that begun by the 
Letts and Germans in retallation.

FREE PHILIPPINES 
SOUGHT BY MASON 


Illinois Congressman Has 
Introduced Resolution in 
Congress to Declare Is- 
lands Independent. 


By Florence Weston Thompson. 
(By The Constitution’s Leaseae Wire.) 


Washington, June 19.—Uncle Sam 
is asked to practice the self-deter- 
mination doctrine he preaches to 
Europe, in a resolution introduced 
into congress by Representative Ma- 


son, of Illinois. This resolution re- 
quests the congress of the United 


States to declare the people -of the 


Philippine Islands free and 
pendent. 


Notwithstanding the expressed 
Opinion of some congressmen that 
the Philippines are not yet ready 


to receive and profit by that for 
which they ask, it is pointed out 
that the people of the islands have 
had in operation for nearly three 
years an organized government 
which has offeréd complete evidence 
that the time has come for the es- 
tablishment of an independent Zov- 
ernment that will be fully capable 
of maintaining law and order, ad- 
Minister justice, promote the wel- 
fare of all the inhabitants and dis- 
charge international obligations. 


Purpose of Government. 


It is the purpose of the govern- 
ment of the United States, as de- 
fined and established in the act of 
congress of August 29, 1916, enti- 
tled “An act to declare the purpose 
of the people of —- United States 
as to the future poftical status of 
the people of the Philippine islands 
and to provide a more autonomous 
government for those islands,” to 
Withdraw its sovereignty over the 
Philippines as soon as a “stable 
government can be established 
therein.” 

A memorial, addressed. to the 
congress of the United States, sent 
by the Philippine legislature to the 
joint commission of the house and 
senate, and incorporated in The 
Congressional Record in the re- 
marks of James C. De Veyra, com- 
missioner from the Philippines, for- 
mally petitions that the independ- 
ence of the Philippine islands be 
granted at this time. 

The memorial reads in part as fol- 
lows: 

“America has constituted herself 
and has justly bven recognized as 
the champion of the rights of hu- 
manity in the last world war, and, 
due in a great measure to her heroic 
efforts and generous aid, mankind 
has been saved from the thraldom 
of greed and oppressicn, and _ the 
rights of small and weaker nations 
to exist side by side with the great 
powers vindicated. 

“The recognition of the independ- 
ence of the Philippines at this time 
will constitute an object lesson to 
the whole world in respect of the 
lofty and altruistic aims which have 
prompted America to take part in 
the great war, for it will furnish 
a practical application of her doc- 
trine of self-determination. 

Why Freedom Sought. 

“For the first time in the his- 
tory of colonial relations, a subject 
and alien race comes to ask the sev- 
erance of their political connection 
with the sovereign nation without 
recounting any act of injustice, but 
rather with a feeling of gratitude 
and affection. Our plea for inde- 
pendence is based not on the in- 
justice which might be found in 
the forcible subjection of the Fili- 
pinos, but on the justice of our claim 
that the national sovereignty of our 
people be fully recognized, in order 
that we may freely fulfill our own 
mission and contribute to the spread 
and establishment of democracy and 
Christian institutions in the Far 
East.” 

The Philippine Islands are put in 
the same category with Armenia, 
Poland, Czecho-Slovakia and other 
small countries, by the Mason meas- 
ure, which speaks of the American 
people’s “untold sacrifices in the 
late war in the interest of self- 
determination.”

NATIONAL BANKS 
IN FOREIGN TRADE 


Congress Will Be Urged 

to Allow Banks to Be- 
come Stockholders in 
Corporations Engaged in 
Promoting Exports. 


Washington, June 20.—Legislation 
to permit all national banks to be- 
come stockholders of corporations 
engaged in promoting foreign trade, 
wil be recommended to congress to- 
morrow by the federal reserve board. 

An amendment to the federal re- 
serve act wil be suggested which 
will unlock perhaps $100,000,000 of 
capital for financing the tremendous 
purchases which other nations de- 
sire to make in this country. 

By furnishing a basis for long- 
term credits to countreis already 
heavily in debt to the United States, 
action by congress in accordance 
with the board’s recommendations, 
is expected to hasten a return to 
normal conditions in Europe and at 
the same time contribute materially 
to the continued prosperity of Amer- 
ica. Financial experts of the treas- 
ury regard the board’s recommenda- 
tion as one of the most important 
steps in reconstruction yet taken. 

Board and Committee Agre. 

All-day discussion with the ex- 
ecutive committee of the federal 
advisory council, composed of 
James B. Forgnn, Chicago; lL. L. 
Rue, Philadelphia; Daniel G. Wing, 
S. Rowe, Cincinnati, 
preceded the announcement of the 
board’s decision. It was said that 
the board and the committee were 
in entire accord, that the matter of 
providing long-term advances for 
Europe presented an investment, 
rather than a banking problem, and 
that the necessary funds must, 
therefore, come from the invest- 
ment market. It was the- opinion 
of the conference, however, that 
as a step toward supporting plans 
for the financing of the. nation’s 
foreign trade, it was advisable to 
make it possible for national banks 
to participate in the formation of 
trade groups, such as that now in 
process of organization by the cot- 
ton interests, so that Europe might 
buy raw materials immediately on 
collateral of adequate security. 
Aside from the actual capital put 
into such enterprises by the banks, 
it is felt that the general public 
will be encouraged by the banks’ 
participation to take stock also, 
which will be an indirect stimula- 
tion of the continued saving be- 
lieved necessary to provide new 
capital. 

At present, 


national banks are 
limited by law in their ownership 
of stock in other enterprises. A 
bank must have $1,000,000 in capital 
and surplus in order to apply to 
the board for stock in a corporation 
engaged in international or for- 
eign banking, and may not invest 
more than ten (10) per cent of its 
capital and surplus. 


What Amendment Provides. 


The amendment to section 25 of 
the act to be sent to congress to- 
morrow would permit any national 
bank “until January 1, 1921, without 
regard to the amount of its capital 
and surtlus, to invest an amount not 
5 per 
its paid-in capital and

MORE RESTRICTIONS 
ON HIGH EXPLOSIVES 


Washington, June 20.—Because of 
recent activitics of bomb throwers, 
Secretary Lane today asked congress 
for immediate passege of legisla- 
tion designed to increase restric- 
tions now imposed by war-time laws 
on the distribution of high explo- 
sives.
